Guiteau's E normous Appetite—His Bath

WASHINGTON, June 30.—Guitpau is hap- 
py. He slept soundly last night, ate: 
more, perhaps, durioz the last 
twenty-four hours than any other 
three men in the country,jand is certain that 
he is going straight to heaven. Guitean’s | 
appetite is simply enormous. He ate for 
breakfast this morning a peund of beefsteak, 

omelette made of four eggs, four 
toes of toast, fried potatoes and 
a quart of coffee. He takes a quart of coffee 
at each meal, three times a day, amd a corre- 
sponding amount of solids. He is never given 
any stimulants, simply because he will not 
touch them. Yesterday he had for dinner 
an omeletie made of four eggs, three quarters 
of 2 pound of beef-steak, a large quantity of 
fried potatoes, six slicas of dry toastand coffee 
and cleared it all, leaving nothing whatever 
in the tin box in which it had been brought. 
It was a little more than four hours later 
when he had his supper. When Babanan, 
the black cook, stopped before therouter gate 
to the corridor in which the murderer is con- 
fined, he said his tin box contained another 
omelette made with four eggs, three-quar- 
ters of a pound of broiled steak and 
more fried potatoes. On the cover 
of the box were four thick slices of toast. In 
his left hand the cook held a pint eup of 
coffee. Presently the cook made a 
second trip to the murderer’s cell, carrying a 
quart basket of raspberries and a pint of 
milk. He was sure that Guiteau would 
“rot away with all of it.” Com- 
ing out of the cell a moment 
later with a broad grin on his face, he 
stopped to say to the guard, as he passed 
through the iron gate: He wants ice to put 
on his raspber rie-. 
TROUBLE FEARED. 

There are fears among Jalil. officials that 
there will be trouble in carrying out the sen- 
tence of the law. This is very likely unless 
great care is taken not to wound the man’s 
vanity in any way or to make him unduly 
sensible that he is under authority. He

All 
this time the press had been developing the 
strange antecedents, character and motives 
of the murderer, and with singular 
unanimity the public mind had formulated 
the verdict which the subsequent trial has 
ratified, and which we believe will be ratified 
by humanity and philosophy so long as cap- 
ital punishment is recognized asa salutary 
preventive ot willful murder.
